Does not the
exclusion of persons of color make them in-
valuable accessories to the perpetration of
How ecan society be protected
against that large class of infamous crimes
now so prevalent in this State unless, by
miking the negro a competent witness, we
avail ourselves of all aceessible evidence to
convict the offenders ; and will the law of
the State continue to offer a reward to the
dishonest to further attempt and corrupt
the negro? The well-being of the State
materially depends npon the elevation of
this class of onr population, and if there
was no other argument in behalf of their
admissability to the courts, the tendeney of
sich & measarve to elevate their moral and
intellectual character wonld be suflicient.

The judges have not heenu comumissioned,
having satistied myself that they wonld not
be permitted by the military anthorities to
exercise jurisdiction over persons of color,
which was the main purpose in establishing
the court.

against unjust charges, supported by false

They are ad-|
mitted in that class of cases where their in- |
terest, sympathy, association, and feelings
would be most likely to pervert their con-
sciences and invite to false swearing, and
are exeluded from testifying in all cases
' where no moti.e could exist to swear false-

|ly except that of a depraved heart. ’l'he-{
distinction is illogicul and mdefensible, and |
it cannot be devied that it has its founda- |
tion in a prejudice against the casle of the
Legro.  If the rules of evidence in ali

courts were so modified as to make all per-
sons and parties competent witnesses in
their own and all other egses, no possible
danger could result from it. Many of the
States of the Union, and several of the civ-
ilized eonntries of the Old World have
tried the experiment and the result proves
that the eanse of truth and justice has been |
thereby promoted.

The object of every judicial investigation
is to aseertain the truth, and when found
to dispense justice in conformity thereto.
With intelligent judges and discriminating
juries, correct conclusions will be more cer-
tainly attained by hearing every fact, what-
ever may be the character or color of the
witness, :

In my opinion, Congress was derelict in
another particular. I have always held that
‘while but few of the belligerents should
suffer the extreme penalty of the law, yet
that a sufficient fund showld be levied out of
their property o pay the expenses and dama-
ges of the war. Congress in July, 1862, de-
clared all their property forfeited, and di-
rected the President to seize. it for the
benefit of the United States ; more than
ten billions of property thus become vested
in the United States. Proceedings against
more than two billions of property, inclun-
ding the abandoned estates, had been insti-
tuted and werein progress. The President
has restored to the traitors nearly the whole
of it. Thus has he illegally given away
half enough to pay the national debt. He
has enriched traitors at the expense of loy-
al men. And yet Congress, bold as it was,
had not the courage to reverse these pro-
ceedings and compel the Executive to do
his duty. 7 trust that owr constituents will
mre us more courage, so that at the next ses-
ston we may compel the Presidead to do his
ity «endd exvecute the laws, Those are omis-
sions whieh I frankly confess and sincerely
deplore.  But our growing sin was the omis-
ston to give homesteads and the right of sw/-

At Mem-
phis, forty-cight were murdered under the
direction of the municipal authorities, and
not a man prosecuted.

All this was done under the
sanction of Johnson and his office-holders.
It is the legitimate consequence of his

The Catholic
will listen annually to the reading from
the altar of the Pope’s Bull denouncing
Slavery, and go forth to support the Slave-
ry ];:arty, and shout *“ Down with the ne-
gro.

What a shame that tl. countrymen of the
Declaration of Independence ; what a shame
thet the countrymen of the immortal O’Con-
nell should ever cast a vote on the side of
human bondage !

The present erisis is exhibiting men in

America in an extraordinary light. In
other nations, when the King and the
Court become debauched and corrupt, the
mass of the people become demoralized.
Jut the people of America, high and low,
from the centre to the circumference, re-
main untonched, notwithstanding the foul
corruption and debauchery which disgrace
the centre. Notwithstanding all the blan-
dishments of power and patronage ; not-
withistanding the tender of fat offices, not
a single genunine Republican has been se-
duced from his allegiapce to principle.
Not one has conseuted to supersede one
honest office-holder, and renounce his own
faith as the price. T know there are a few
solders of fortune who hnng upon the skirts
of the party who have consented to take
office under Cowan and company. But
they were men who were never trusted by
the party, or who for years past have be-
come so bankrupt in principles and fortune
as to be ready to join any conspiracy that
furnished rations. They are the army of
Cataline,
Nor have I the least fear that any re-
spectable man will be found to take service
in their ranks. I do not here speak of
Copperheads. I see no reason to prevent
their accepting office without loss of honor.
They would violate no principle. They
would stab no friends. But I warn you to
keep an eye on any professed Republican
who consents to ﬁ.lf an enforced vacancy.
However he may have stood before, there
is villainy wrapt up in his composition.
He is a model leper whom you should noi touch.
He should be socially ostracised as unfit for
decent sociely.

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queror grants, 'This is much more so when
one of the belligerents was composed of re-
bels. Yon are aware that a Convention of
traitors was lately held at Philadelphia,—
Most of them had actually borne arms against
the United States, and helped murder half
a million of our citizens, A few sympathi-
zers, from the North who ought to have
been South met with them. They extin-
guished the Democratic Party, and blotted

Why
does not the Emperor of Austria say to the
King of Prussia, 1 lay down my arms,
and all things will remain as before the war.”
The Prussian would answer, “ You are as
big a fool as the President of America, or
the traifors’ league.” No, sir. The war
has changed everything—old treaties and
leagues have censed. Venectia is no longer
yours ; Hanover and the Duchies wre mine ;
and beside, you must pay the expenses of
the war—$45,000,000.” Who denies that is
the law of nations except the advocates of
treason; who deny our right to make them
pay the expenses of the war ? They cry
out aqainst confiscation for crime, as o i
were inhvman.  God willing, I shall try it
again, and see if they do wot pay part of the
cast and damages of the war before they help
lo make owr lwmws. The Constitution un-
changed! Then slavery exists; then all
the provisions with regard to the rendition
of fugitives from labor remain ; then every
traitor has a right to sit down in Congress,
as the representative of three-fifths of all

the slaves beside the whites. We can
easily forgive the amiable and facile author
of the declaration, as he is no lawyer ; is
totally igunorant of the law of nations or
the laws of war; but what shall we say of
those able jurists who sat by and acquiesced,
unless we put it upon the same ground that
one of the ablest and best of them did
when he ndvised to take a false oath to get
a vote and then to breai it.

But, fellow-citizens, I am oceupying too
much ground. As I said before, the great
tssue lo be met at this election is the question of
negro rights. 1 shall not deny, but admit,
that a fundamental prineiple of the Repub-
lican ereed is that every being possessing
an immortal soul i3 equal before the law.—
